The tale of the scrap was 
suppressed, and not one of the New

sleuths of 
newspaperdom 
stumbled over the “ tip,’ ' worth a 
couple of columns then, and a few 
paragraphs now. 
But Gray was 
told of the row, and he made a 
mental note of it. 
Because the ^ 
“ big fellow” had cried “ enough” | 
in a drunken brawl, he figured that | 


Corbett, a strong, young fellow, 
would make him quit in a few 
rounds. 
Gray bet his money on 
Corbett fearlessly. 
New York was 
ft Sullivan hot-bed, and he got 
takers for all he had to offer.

fiorht came off and went Gray’s

way. 
Fortune, 
however, 
smiled on 
Gray before that. 
He is a man of 
the world, has tasted the bitter cup 
of adversity as well as the sweets 
of prosperity. 
Early in the 8 0s he 
was one of a sketch team that 
played through the vaudeville cir­ 
cuits. 
They called it plain variety 
in those days. 
Then he turned his 
back on a stage career and began 
publishing music in a small way.

‘Tn this fighting 
game he is an angel. 
If he sticks

A Deserted 
Ship Found in 
the Arctic 


Region 
in 
1774. 
In 1TT4 , a des-ertcd ship was discov­ 
ered adrift in the Arctic reg ion, en­ 
cumbered with ice and snow, the 
yards and rig g ing dismantled, the 
sails strang ely disposed and the hull 
terribly battered and weaiher-worn. 
The discoverer was the captain of a 
Greenland whaling vessel nainedWar- 
rens, who on boarding her found in 
one of the cabins— into which he first 
peered throug h 
the porthole— the 
corpse of a man pcrieclly preserved 
by the frost, with the exccqition of a 
slig ht g reenish mold which appeared 
ahoiit the eves and on the foreliead. 
The body was seated in a chair leaning 
back; a pen was still in its rig ht hand, 
and before it was the open log book, 
in which the dead man had been writ­ 
ing when he ceased to hreatlie. The 
last complete sentence of the unfin­ 
ished entry ran as follows: 
“Xoveniber 11, 17G2. 
“We have been incloaed in the ice 17 
days. 
I'he fire went out yesterday, and 
our master has been trying - cv'er since to 
kindle It ag ain, but without success. ITis 
W’ife died this morning .” 
A Strang e feeling of awe crept over 
those who thus broke in upon the 
loneliness of the unbiiried dead— the 
iinconscicus explorer of the polar sea 
— and perhaps tlie only real solver of 
the myster}' of the north pole itself. 
Capt. \Uarrens and his men retired in 
solemn silence, and on entering the 
principal cabin found on a bed the 
dead bodv of a woman, with all the 
freshness of seeming life in her atti­ 
tude and expression: and seated on 
the floor, near him a flint and steel 
which he had evidently bi^en trying 
to use, the corpse of a young man. 
N either provisions nor fuel could be 
found anywhere. 
On returning to 
Eng land, Gapr. Warrens made various 
inquiries respecting the vesscd, and by 
comparing these results with the log 
book he had broug ht home, ascer­ 
tained the name and history of the im ­ 
prisoned ship, which, for 13 years, had 
drifted in the calm and storm of the 
polar ocean, with its dead navig ators 
within its tomb-like hull.
